City Attorney Issues Clarification 


Charles Martin Explains 
Specific and General Plans

Mayor Ralph R. Rule called upon City Attorney Mar¬ 
tin to explain the effect of the General Plan on the City 
of Sierra Madre and the difference between a general 
plan a'l'd a specific plan. 

City Attorney Martin stat¬ 
ed that the City adopted a 
•general plan in 1955 which 
is now outdated and .no 
longer cOiViStitutes a general 
plan. He stated the City is 
required by State law to 
adopt a general plan and to 
keep that general plan up¬ 
dated; that it must contair. 

.several elements, including 
land use, cireulatio.n, hou¬ 
sing, Qpen space and many 
others that are listed in th(' 
code. Mr. Martin stated that 
when and if the City adopts 
a general jjlan or blueprint 
for the development of this 
City so far as planning is 
concerned, it is .not law — 
it is a plan only and is de¬ 
liberately intended to be 
generalized from throe 
standpoints: 

(1) lines to classify cer¬ 
tain areas for residential, 
commercial or other us<' are 
blurred — those lines don’t 
really oxi-st in a fixed place 
— they are amorphic. 

(2) generalized from the 
standpoint of time — the 
City hopes to got to it some 
day — 5, 10, 20 years — 
maybe never. 

(31 out of focv'.s from the 
standpoint of the standards 
it contains, e.g., whet> it says 
that the streets will be 35 
feet wide — it does not 
mean 35 feet — it may be 
anywhere from 30 feet to 
40 feet — whe.n it says den¬ 
sity shall be 35 people per 
acre, it floes not mea.n 35 — 
it might mean 35 — it might 
mean 30 or 40 people. 

Mr. Martin .stated that the 
general plan is simply a do 
claration of policy of where 
the City intends to go. Once 
that general plan is adopted, 
and to make more specific 
the generalities lust refer¬ 
red to and to bring into 
focus that which is out of 
focus, the City may adopt 
.specific plans which then 
start to detail what was 
meant by the general plan 
and start to put in focus the 
blurred line of demarcation 
and starts to put in focus 
the timi.ng and the stan¬ 
dards or numbers that are 
put into the general plan. 

Mr. Martin stated the third 
step between the general 
plan and the specific plan is 
the zoning ordinance it.self 
which then puts into law 
the various items of the 
general plan and specific 
plan.

He stated 
that this law is being 
amended in this session of 
the Legislature and will 
probably bp written out or 
postponed for a substantial 
period of time.

QUESTIONS and ANSWERS 

ON THE NEW 

FICTITIOUS NAME LAW 


1. QUESTION; NVhen does the new Fictitious 
Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER; It took effect on July 1, 1971. 

2. QUESTION; Who must file the required new 
statement of doing business under a fictitious name? 

ANSWER; All individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must file. All old certificates expired June 
30, 1971. 

3. QUESTION; What is a Fictitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER; One that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company": or if a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation. 

4. QUESTION; What is the purpose of the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER; The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identify 
the person or persons with whom he is realk/ dealing. 

5. QUESTION; Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names file new statements? 

ANSWER; Yes, all must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code; The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code. 

6. QUESTION; Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of filing? 

ANSWER; County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 

7. QUESTION; Precisely what is the process for 
publishing? 

ANSWER; Publication must be made once a 
week for four weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after filing. 
And proof of publication must be filed with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion of 
publication. 

8. QUESTION; Is a filing of the new form 
since January 1, 1971, adequate? 

ANSWER; Yes, filings under the new law 
have been accepted since January 1, to be effec¬ 
tive July 1, 1971. 

9. QUESTION; What is the penalty for failure 
to tile and publish? 

ANSWER; One penalt/ will be inability to 
maintain a court action until the law has been com¬ 
plied with. In addition, most banks demand evidence 
of filing and publication prior to opening an ac¬ 
count under a fictitious firm name. 

10. QUESTION; Where are the printed forms to 
be obtained for this filing and publication pro¬ 
cedure? 

ANSWER; Free forms and service are avail¬ 
able at most newspaper offices or at any office 
of the County Clerk, or from California Newspaper 
Service Bureau, Inc., 210 South Spring Street, Los 
Angeles, California. Phone MA 5-2541. 


11. QUESTION; What is the cost of filing and 
publishing? 

ANSWER; Statutory filing fee for the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, Is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge for the four insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 

12. QUESTION; Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER; Yes, provided two or more filing 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk for 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer’s proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name. 

13. QUESTION; Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER; Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing is made at the end of each five 
year period if there has been an-/ "change in 
information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter. 

14. QUESTION; Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER; County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the 8^2 by 11-inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and ^ provided it embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that ma-/ be 
printed on the forms for identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes. 

15. QUESTION; After July 1, 1971, will all new 
filings require pubication? 

ANSWER; All new filings will require pub¬ 
ication until December 31, 1976. (Ruling of the 
County Clerk of Los Angeles County.) 

16. QUESTION; What other values do registrants 
gain through publication of Fictitious Firm Names? 

ANSWER; Evidential proof of priority is esta¬ 
blished in the event competitors later use or file 
under the same name. Also their is direct advertising 
value for the firm through publication four times 
in a local newspaper of substantial circuation of the 
name and address of the business, it being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in 
black face type in capital letters, spaced separately. 

17. QUESTION; Where can I see the new law?

New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerkof Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requiremegt for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July l, 1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July l deadline. 
The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Lw Angelra county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any chmge in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of Incorporation, 

TTie pun>ose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

“Some people pray tor 
hours on end, and think that 
the length and repetitive¬ 
ness of their prayers ars 
what .get the results the.v 
desire. But in Tibet and the 
Himalayan passes of in-dia, 
the prayer “Om mane pade 
om” is written on little 
strips of paper and tied to 
windmill prayer wh eels, 
which take all the work out 
of the repetition. It is also 
written on rocks, so that a 
25-foot granite o-utcropping 
is covered from top to bot¬ 
tom with these four words. 

“In tile Sermon on Mount, 
Jevsus warned against both 
kinds of prayer and instead 
recom.me.n-ded brevity and 
privacy along with His ex¬ 
ample of how to prayer. We 
know this prescription as 
‘The Lord’s Prayer.’ 

“This prayer begins with 
three petitians to God. our 
heavenly Father to glorify 
Himself and bring His king- 
-d’om. It does .not begin- with 
‘gimmes.’ 

Only after God ha-: ac¬ 
knowledged and worshipped 
does the prayer move on to 
personal needs. We are to 
ask for supolies for this day 
only, not for weeks or 
months to come. We -are to 
ask for forgiveness in direct 
proportion.s to our willing 
ness to forgive other.s. We 
are to ask for deliverance 
from undue testing and the 
power of the evil one. 

“In each case, the per- 
.“onal requests are for the 
ability and equipment to 
.serve God effectively and 
bring into being His king- 
d-om 0.1 earth.” 

Rev. Lucht conclude.s 
with, “Do you pattern your 
prayens on Matthew 6:5-15’’

On Thursday, June 22nd, the Governor signed the 
1972-73 California state budget, totaling $7.7 billion, after 
blut?-penciling items amounting to $2,58 million. While this 
$258 million may seem like a huge slice off the budget, 
it must be remembered that the Legislature returned a 
budget to the Governor that was $343 million greater than 
he had asked for in his January 12th proposal. This signed 
budget is still $800 million higher than the budget for this 
year, and it ranks only behind the federal government, 
New York City, and New York State. 

Perhaps the Governor's most notable cut is in aid 
to local school districts. While the budget still contains 
$190 million in new money for schools, $73 million was 
deleted. However, this $73 million will be held in re¬ 
serve in anticipation of school finance reform legislation 
to meet the dictates of the Serrano vs. Priest decision. 
When the Legislature comes to terms with equal educa¬ 
tional opportunity for all California public school stu¬ 
dents, this extra sum will be used for implementation of 
the reform. 

In order to remain in line with federal wage regula¬ 
tions, the Governor cut $46 million from the amount voted 
by the Legislature for state employees and university and 
college faculty pay increases. State employees will re¬ 
ceive a five per cent raise instead of a seven and one- 
half per cent increase in salary. For faculty at the Uni¬ 
versity of California there will be a seven and one-half 
per cent salary hike instead of twelve and one-half per 
cent. 

Because of the extensive Medi-Cal and welfare re¬ 
forms of the 1971 legislative session, both of these pro¬ 
grams now require less funding. Therefore, the Governor 
was able to cut $.58.2 million from the Medi-Cal program 
and reduce funding to the welfare system to $18 million 
less than he proposed in the original budget. 

There are also notable increases in this year’s budget. 
Included is $100 million in additional state support for 
the University of California and the State Universities and 
Colleges. Student aid and loan funds were increased by 
88 per cent over last year’s allocation. 

Interestingly, the Governor divides the budget into two 
parts for conceptual purposes — the amount needed to 
run state government and the amount collected by the 
State and returned to local government. Less than one- 
third of the overall budget is needed to operate state 
government. The remainder is returned to local govern¬ 
ment through such subventions as aid to school districts 
and the homeowner’s exemption. 

State Finance Director Verne Orr estimates that the 
budget, as signed, will leave the State with a $400 mil¬ 
lion surplus on June 30, 1973. Part of this figure is a 
carry-over from this fiscal year and part is the $73 mil¬ 
lion earmarked for school equalization aid. 

However, the Governor has indicated that this money 
need not go unutilized. With the passage of school finan¬ 
cial reform, we are promised the $73 million. And, un¬ 
doubtedly, part of the $400 million will be returned to 
local taxpayers if the tax reform that the Governor has 
introduced into the Legislature is passed. Only then will 
we “be able to provide the substantial and lasting property 
tax relief which the taxpayers have sought for so long.”

Article ni The following acts shall be punishable: (a) 
“Genocide;” (b) Conspiracy to commit “Genocide;” (c) 
Incitement to commit “Genocide;” (d) Attempt to com¬ 


mit “Genocide;” (e) Complicity in “Genocide”. 

Notes: (b) (e) conspiracy and complicity are dilTicult 
charges to face since no genocide need have been com¬ 
mitted. (c) incitement is also indefinite, requires no hard 
evidence. AH these should be clarified! 

Article XIV . . . The [treaty] .shall remain in force for 
such as have not denounced it ... . Denunciation shall 
be effected by a written notification addressed to the 
Secretary-General of the United Nations. 

Dean Clarence Manion, 30 years Constitutional law 
expert, says, “Ratification of the [treaty] would .... make 
disastrous impacts upon the rights and immunities of 


U. S. citizens, provided by the Bill of Rights. Under the 
treaty, the mere charge of ^racism’ or ‘religious prejudice 
would subject Americans to trial in an international^ court 
without the protections of the U. S. Constitution.” 

Hon. John R. Rarick, House of Representatives
